l.cchmero and Kichard lieatc t\vu cus- 
tom-honso ofliccrs, who, at their refu- 
sal, were sent to Providence, where 
George Rome, of Newport, and some 
others were confined. 


The oath referred to rcails as follows: 


I, John Hours, (who was one of them) 
here, in the pnn-r.ce of Almighty God, 
as 5 hope for case, honor, and comfort 
in this world, and liappincss in the 
world to come, most earnestly, devout- 
ly and religiously swear, neither direct- 
ly <ir indirectly lo assist the wicked in- 
slruments of ministerial tyranny and 
villainy, commonly called tlic Kind's 
troops ar.d navy, by furni?hin£ them 
with provisions or refreshments of any 
kind, unless authori7.ed by the Conti- 
nental t'onprcss or the legislature as at 
present established in this particular 
colony of !ihode Island. I do also 
swtar by the same tremendous and Al- 
mighty God, that I will ncilhcrdircctly 
nor indirectly convoy any intelligence 
nor Rive any advice to the aforesaid 
enemies so (if scribed, and that I pledge 
myself, if I should, by any accidental 
the knowledge of such treason, to in- 
form immediately the committee of 
safety. And as it is justly allowed that 
when the sacred rights and liberties of 
a nation are invaded, neutrality is not 
less base and criminal than open and 
ivowed hostility. I do further swear 
and pledge myself, as I hope for eternal 
salvation, that I will, whenever called 
upori, by ilie voico of the Coniincniai 
Congress or that of the legislature, of 
this particular colony, under theiran- 
thorily, take up arms and subject my- 
self to military discipline in defer.se of 
the common rights and liberties of 
America.

Salt and Plaster as Absorlianta. 


.Thebelief Iliat salt and plaster arc 
beneficial lo the soil by absorbing mois- 
ture from the air and giving it'up to 
the soil is prevalent not only amoii" 
farmers but also among a number of 
agricultural writers whose constant re- 
iteiation of ihc error is an excuse for 
Ilic farmer's mistake, says the N. V. 
limes. Two hundred pounds of either 
of these ferlili/ers (for they are ically 
fertilizer, although this is erroneously 
disputed), are recommended for an 
acre of land. 
How much inoistnic will 


^00 pounds of salt absorb from the air? 
Plaster absorbs none at all, for while it 
contains about 20 pr>r cent.' of iratcr, 
this is held as water of chystallization 
only and is not absorbed. 'This quan- 
tity of salt will ijuiekly be dissolved in 
tlio soil, and will then lake up uo more 
water, for it will be thoroughly diffused 
all through the soil. 
If it should ab- 


sorb all Iho water it can possibly, and 
keep on transferring it to the hind all 
through the season, the moisture thus 
contributed would'not be. ecpial to a 
hundredth part of the dew which is ab- 
sorbed by an acre of land in one night 
only.
